Superintendent’ s Report 


To The Unity School Board: 

I hereby submit my second annual report as your superintend- 
ent of schools. 

In the fall of 1983 Unity had four eight grade schools. Two 
changes have been made since. There are now four schools of 
four grades each and only one of eight grades. These changes have 
been approved by the State and with care there should be no more 
expense to the local taxpayers than under the old plan. The 
Center School was divided into two schools, and through the aid of 
transportation, the Quaker School and County School have been 
reorganized into four grade rooms. 

Unity has a teaching force that I would rate as excellent. 
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Each is well adapted for her special task. Mrs. L. Alice Douglas 
has a large eight grade school at East Unity, Miss Anna Kane, 
the upper grades, and Miss Gretel Palmer, the lower grades at the 
Center School, Miss Irene Tupper, the lower grades at the County 
School, and Miss Ella Perham, the upper grades at the Quaker 


School. Miss Perham, the only new teacher in the force, is a grad- 


uate of Keene Normal School, and has had several years’ experience 
in grade work. 

The children have made good progress in the schools this 
year. ‘There has been more sickness than usual. The teachers and 
officials sympathize with those who have been sick and everything 
possible will be done that their loss may be small. There are, how- 
ever, a few pupils who have been out with trivial excuses, or no 
excuses at all. This is not fair to the pupils or to the schools. 
Parents are accountable at law that their children between the ages 
of eight and sixteen are in school unless the children are sick. 

Your school nurse, Mrs. Z. L. Hasham has worked hard to 
protect the health of the school children. One of the best helps has 
been, in my opinion, the dental clinic. The amount and quality of 
the work are due in the main to three factors; the interest and 
labor of Mrs. Hasham, the skill and low prices of Dr. Crandall, 
and the aid of national funds. It is doubtful if more national funds 
are received for this work. I hope that we will be able to raise 
funds to continue the dental clinic. 

Two small financial helps to Unity this year are:—the super- 
intendent’s excess salary is divided among the districts for pavy- 
ment according to their valuations instead of according to their 
number of teachers, and supplies are bought from Charlestown 
School District at wholesale prices and without the costs of 
freight. 

If we care to look into the future a few years, I feel that 
sometime the East Unity School should be rebuilt to meet the 
approval of the State for a two room school, and that the Church 
School, now closed should be built into a two school room building 
with a good school grounds development. Unity would have then 
three two room units that would take care of changing conditions. 

Personally I feel happy about the general conditions of the 
Unity Schools. I wish ito thank the Unity School Board, the State 
Officials, the teachers and the citizens who have worked on and 
supported school problems this year,
